NIGHT  EXTENSION  COURSES. 

Beginning  Monday,  September  27,  1926 

During  the  school  year  from  7  to  9  every  night  except  Sat- 
urdays and  Sundays,  the  University  offers  special  courses  in 
College  subjects.  Two  hours  each  week  are  given  in  each  subject 
for  two  semesters,  making  a  total  of  four  semester,  or  two  year 
hours  of  credit  for  each  subject.  A  student  may  elect  three  to 
five  subjects  according  to  his  ability  and  the  leisure  available  for 
home  study.    The  schedule  elected  should  be  approved  by  the  Dean.

Certified  Public  Accountants 

Those  who  successfully  follow  the  courses  in  Accountancy  and 
Commercial  Law  will  find  no  difficulty  in  passing  the  State  exam- 
ination required  for  the  certified  public  accountant's  certificate. 

Cost  Accounting 

An  advanced  course  in  Cost  Accounting  is  given  for  the  benefit 
of  practicing  accountants;  regular  students-  may  also  attend  this 
course  if  their  standing  is  sufficiently  advanced. 

Commercial  Law- 
It  is  considered  essential  for  men  of  business  to   know  the 
fundamentals  o:^  law  bearing  upon  contracts,  obligations,  etc.    A 
special  course  in  Commercial  Law  is  offered  for  business  men. 
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Spanish  Courses 

The  Department  offers  courses  in  Spanish.  The  object  aimed 
at  is  to  give  a  thorough,  practical  'knowledge  of  this  language 
to  business  men  and  women.  Correct  and  technical  commercial 
forms  of  expression  are  featured.  These  classes  should  prove  of 
value  to  those  interested  in  foreign  trade,  secretarial  or  corres-- 
pondence  work. 

Academic  Year 

The  academic  year  commences  on  the  first  Monda}'  in  October 
and  continues  until  the  last  Friday  in  May.  It  is  divided  into 
two  terms  or  semesters,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  October 
and  February,  respectively. 

Evening  Sessions 

Classes  are  held  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday,  beginning  at  7  :00  p.  m. 

Tuition  and  Fees 

The  tuition  for  one  course  is  $20.00  for  the  year.  Each  addi- 
tional course  will  be  $,10.00  more. 

Payments  may  be  made  quarterly  and  must  be  in  advance.. 

Xo  tuition  will  be  refunded  to  any  student,  except  in  case  of 
protracted  illness. 

All  students  are  charged  a  registration  fee  of  $10.00  to  be 
l^aid  only  once,  on  entering  the  School  of  Commerce  and  Finance. 

Conditional  examination  fee  is  $2.00. 

Certificates  are  issued  to  students  who  successfully  complete 
the  various  courses,  on  the  payment  of  $3.00. 

Students  electing  courses  in  the  Xiglit  Extension  of  the  Col- 
lege Department  must  pay  the  fees  as  prescribed  in  the  Bulletin 
of  that  department.
